Mystery 
surrounds 
death of 
cyclist, 45 

A CYCLIST from Kingswin- 
ford has been found dead at 
the roadside by a passing 
driver. 

Paul Lake, aged 45, had 
suffered serious injuries and 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Police have said it is not 
clear how Mr Lake, who 
worked as an inspector for 
Wolverhampton Homes, 
was injured before he was 
discovered in Stallings Lane, 
Kingswinford on Sunday. 

A passer-by spotted him 
lying at the roadside at 
about 5.40pm. 

Mr Lake was lying on a 
grass verge lined by trees on 
the Gornal-bound side of the 
road, between Pensnett 
Trading Estate and Tansey 
Green Road. 

Police are now waiting for 
the results of a post mortem. 

Friends today paid trib¬ 
ute. Tony Hassall, aged 66, 
of East Park, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, said he had worked with 
Mr Lake several years ago. 

“I’m so upset - absolutely 
in bits. He was a lovely fel¬ 
low, a real gentleman,” he 
said. 

“He will be terribly missed 
by everyone who knows him. 
He was a really good man.” 

Nearby residents and 
workers say the road would 
have been “deserted”. 

Anyone who saw what 
happened on or around 
Stallings Lane is urged to 
call police on 101. 

Baby girl in 
car rescue 

A 15-MONTH-OLD girl was 
rescued by firefighters after 
being accidentally locked in 
a car by her mother. 

Brierley Hill crews were 
called by the mother to the 
car park at Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre. Crews smashed 
a window of the Vauxhall 
Zafira and rescued the girl. 

They retrieved the keys 
for the seven-month preg¬ 
nant woman who had acci¬ 
dentally locked the car. 

Crew commander Tom 
Edwards from Brierley Hill, 
said: “She called the AA and 
they said they couldn’t get 
there for 40 minutes.” 


UNCERTAIN FUTURE 
FOR HERO'S GYM

THE HALESOWEN gymnastics club where Olympic 
medallist Kristian Thomas began his road to glory faces 
an uncertain future as it struggles to find funding, bosses 
have revealed. 


As the Earls Gymnastics Club in Furnace Lane this week celebrated the historic bronze 
success of 23-year-old member Kristian - its chairman admitted the base was “stumbling 
from one year to the next”. Five coaches have already been laid off this year and the 
£100,000 a year running costs are paid solely from membership fees as the club receives no 
grants from the council or sports bodies. Kristian, of Wolverhampton, and his teammates 
won Great Britain’s first medal in the team event for a century on Monday. The London 

2012 Olympic star trains at the Halesowen 
club two or three times a week and has been 
with the club since he was a child. 

Chairman John Caulwell said: “We are a 
conveyor belt for talent here and it is ridicu¬ 
lous we have someone like Kristian winning 
a bronze medal at the Olympics and we are 
struggling to pay for new equipment.” 

The club, which has about 400 members, 
pays £28,500 a year in rent to the Earls High 
School after a £6,000 increase in three 
years. Dudley Council used to pay towards 
running of the club but withdrew funding in 
2000, Mr Caulwell said, and “parachute pay¬ 
ments” from the authority to help it keep 
going stopped in 2007. 

The “high performance” coaches, who 
usually focus on the elite gymnasts, are now 
being forced to lead recreational classes 
after jobs were cut. 

Champion 

There are five international competitors 
training at the club along with Kristian, 
including reigning Commonwealth youth 
champion Dominick Cunningham, 17, and 
Mr Caulwell’s 13-year-old son, Harry, who 
is a member of the Great Britain squad. 

Mr Caulwell, who works voluntarily at 
the club, added: “I’m hoping with all my 
heart Kristian’s success highlights the way 
we are producing elite performers from very 
humble beginnings and inspires someone to 
give us a break and help us out. 

“If someone offered me £1.5 million to 
build a new facility I would snap their hand 
off but really we just need a helping hand for 
the next three of four years to take the pres¬ 
sure off.” 

Earlier this week friends and coaches 
gathered to watch Kristian make history 
and dramatically scoop an Olympic bronze 
medal. More than 50 packed into the club to 
watch it all unfold on television. 

Kristian’s coach at Earl’s, Michelle 
Bradley, was in London to see him win the 
medal. She said: “He’s made me proud, the 
club proud, his parents proud - he’s a hero.”

Murder case 
police plea 
to witnesses 


THE FAMILY of a man who was murdered 
close to his home have paid tribute to him as 
“caring and compassionate” - as a fresh 
appeal was made for witnesses. 

Shane Watson, aged 23, was found with 
serious head injuries in an alleyway in 
Springfield Grove, just a short distance from 
his Sedgley home, on Saturday morning. He 
died in hospital soon afterwards. 

Mr Watson had been enjoying a night out 
with family and friends at Sedgley’s Ex Ser¬ 
vicemen’s Club before spending the rest of 
his evening in Monty’s Wine Bar, in High 
Street, in the hours before his death. 

In a statement, his family said: “Shane 
was popular with all who met him and was a 
caring, compassionate family man and he 
had been a pillar of strength recently fol¬ 
lowing a family bereavement. He was his 
dad’s best mate and the apple of his mum’s 
eye. He always used to say that life is short 
and to have fun and create memories that 
make you smile.” 

They added: “We are grateful for wit¬ 
nesses that have so far come forward and 
would like to encourage others who may be 
able to help to do the same.” 

Detectives today appealed for revellers to 
come forward. Anyone with information is 
asked to call CID on 101 or Crimestoppers 
on 0800 555111. Shylon Wishart, 19, of 
North Springfield, and James Cartwright, 
18, of Sandyfields Road, both Sedgley, have 
been charged with murdering Mr Watson.

Drowned 
teenager 
was‘pride 
and joy 

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a teenager who drowned 
in a disused quarry while on 
holiday. 

The family of 15-year-old 
Augusto Zacarias described 
him as their “pride and joy” 
after he died falling into 
swollen waters at the marl 
hole pool at the back of the 
Crooked House, Himley. 

They said he was a 
promising footballer who 
hoped to play professionally. 

Augusto was visiting fam¬ 
ily from Portugal with his 
parents, Paulina and Pedro, 
as well as his young brother, 
and had been in the country 
less than three weeks. He 
had only days ago celebrated 
his 15th birthday. 

It is believed Augusto was 
staying with relatives in 
High Areal, Sedgley and had 
gone to the quarry with his 
friends and cousin. 

His mother and father 
spoke of their grief at losing 
their eldest child. 

They said: “Augusto was 
our first child, who we loved 
with all our hearts. He was a 
loving son and older brother 
to Samuel. 

“Augusto loved to play 
football and hoped to play 
professionally one day. 

“He was a very sensible 
young man and had begun to 
make plans for the future 
should he not have been suc¬ 
cessful as a footballer. He 
planned to continue his 
studies and eventually work 
in engineering.

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'Breakthrough' in parking wrangle 


A NEW car park is being lined up in 
Gornal after more than 20 years of 
campaigning by residents and 
traders. 

A study has been launched by 
Dudley Council to look at creating 
the car park on its own land based 
off Abbey Street. 

Plans for a car park in the village 
have sparked on and off discussions 
for more than two decades without 
progress despite the support of resi¬ 


dents and traders. Schemes have 
previously stalled because of finding 
a suitable site in the heart of the vil¬ 
lage to create enough spaces. 

But Councillor Stuart Turner said 
a “major breakthrough” had now 
been made in the development and 
a study was now being carried out. 

He said the council was looking at 
the possibility of building the park 
on land at the side of and behind the 
Darby and Joan Club. 


Councillor Turner said: “This has 
been the number one issue in Gor¬ 
nal for many years. For years the vil¬ 
lage has been the only area in 
Dudley without a car park. 

“Hundreds of new houses are 
being built in and around Gornal so 
the need is now greater than ever. 
Businesses, already struggling in 
the downturn, have made it clear to 
me that unless something is done 
they will miss out on new opportu¬ 


nities. The potential of this site 
became clear to me while looking at 
issues around Abbey Street.” 

Trader John Ball, who runs the 
Village Hardware and Garden store 
in Louise Street, said a car park was 
desperately needed. “I have been 
here 10 years and in all that time we 
have been pushing for a car park. 

“The amount of trade the village 
has lost due to the lack of parking is 
incredible.”

Safety fears 
for boarders 
doing stunts 
in car park 

SKATEBOARDERS using 
ramps at a town centre car 
park in Stourbridge to per¬ 
form tricks are putting 
themselves and drivers at 
risk, say concerned resi¬ 
dents. 

Groups of teenagers are 
congregating at the main 
entrance and exit ramps to 
the Ryemarket car park at 
busy times during the after¬ 
noon and early evening. 

Calls have now been made 
for Dudley Council to take 
action and deal with the 
problem amid fears someone 
will be hurt. 

Residents say skateboard¬ 
ers are hurtling down ramps 
at the car park despite the 
high volume of vehicles 
using the site. 

They fear one of the 
youngsters will be hit by a 
vehicle or the skateboarders 
could collide with people 
walking on the ramps to 
reach their cars. 

Similar problems with 
skateboarders affected the 
Bell Street car park for 
many years before its demo¬ 
lition in March and were not 
resolved. Residents say the 
problem has now moved to 
the other multi-storey car 
park. 

Stourbridge Township 
Council chairman Margaret 
Scott said youngsters were 
embarking on a “very dan¬ 
gerous practice”.

It comes just weeks after 
council chiefs in Dudley 
thought they had reached a 
conclusion to the seven- 
year wrangle. 

The proposals for a 
mosque on land in Hall 
Street were rejected at a 
hearing in April, meaning 
the plot of land, which 
Dudley Muslim Association 
has owned since 2005, 
must now be sold back to 
the council. 

It had argued the land 
should have been devel¬ 
oped by a 2008 deadline. 

Council bosses managed 
to get many of the group’s 
arguments for stopping the 
buy-back plan thrown out 
by judges at a court hear¬ 
ing in November. 

But the association sub¬ 
mitted an amended 
defence, which was 
rejected. 

Officials 

Association chairman Dr 
Kurshid Ahmed confirmed 
the dispute will go back 
before the High Court after 
officials gave them the go- 
ahead to appeal. They had 
already submitted an appli¬ 
cation and were waiting for 
a decision. 

He said: “We do not 
know a timescale yet - it 
depends on when it is 
processed and the court 
lists it. But the appeal has 
been granted.” 

Dr Ahmed has previ¬ 
ously said he would talk to 
the council about potential 
alternative sites. 

But he insisted the Mus¬ 
lim Association had not 
had the opportunity to put 
across its full arguments 
during the court case.

Final run 
of £37m 
housing 
starting 

THE FINAL stage of a £37 
million project to build more 
than 300 homes on the site 
of a run-down former Dud¬ 
ley Council housing estate is 
starting. 

The properties are being 
built as part of the Friars 
Gate scheme on Priory 
Road. Some 100 homes have 
already been built and work 
is now beginning on another 
214. Nearly 300 properties 
on the old North Priory 
estate were demolished. 

Residents including a mix 
of newcomers to the area 
and people who used to live 
on the former North Priory 
housing estate have begun 
to move in. 

Dudley Council has 
worked with affordable 
housing provider, Bromford 
and Keepmoat Homes to 
develop the first stage of the 
scheme, which has cost 
£llm with funding from the 
government’s Homes and 
Communities Agency. 

Dudley Council has 
worked with developer 
Bromford to secure £2.6mil- 
lion from the government’s 
Homes and Communities 
Agency. 

Of the additional 214 
homes being built, 120 will 
be for outright sale and 94 
will be for rent.

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Churches 
damage 
claims up 

MORE than 400 insurance 
claims have been submitted 
by West Midland churches 
targeted by metal thieves 
during the past four years, 
new figures reveal. 

Church insurance 

company Ecclesiastical has 
paid out around £880,000 to 
help cover the loss and cost of 
repairs since the start of 
2009. 

Almost 200 claims have 
been lodged by churches in 
the Diocese of Lichfield com¬ 
pared with 140 in the 
Diocese of Birmingham and 
100 in the Diocese of Worces¬ 
ter as buildings have been 
targeted by criminals. 

The number of claims 
made last year in the three 
areas is more than triple the 
amount submitted in 2009. 

Churches are increasingly 
falling prey to raiders 
looking to cash in on the 
rising value of scrap metal. 

In the Diocese of Lichfield 
more than 20 claims were 
made in 2009 which soared 
to 100 in 2011. Between 
January and May this year, a 
further 10 claims were made. 

The total paid out since 
2009 is almost £370,000. In 
the Birmingham diocese, 
which covers parts of 
Sandwell, the number of 
claims increased from 
around 10 in 2009 to 70 in 
2011. 

Expansion 
bid dropped 

PROPOSALS to almost 
treble the size of a cottage 
have been scrapped after its 
owners’ appeal against a 
council decision to refuse it 
planning permission was 
dismissed. 

Plans to develop 
Lawnswood Cottage 

Lawnswood Road, Stour¬ 
bridge, were submitted by 
Mark Harris to South 
Staffordshire Council in 
January. 

They included extending 
the existing building from 50 
sq m to 140 sq m. 

Councillors refused per¬ 
mission in February but the 
owners appealed. 

Plans to grow 

A RESIDENTIAL home in 
Dudley is planning to nearly 
double the number of rooms 
on offer. 

Bosses at Highfield in 
Stream Road, Kingswinford, 
want to build a single-storey 
extension with an extra nine 
rooms to the existing 11. 

The proposed extension 
would be directly behind the 
original two-storey building. 
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Former button factory is levelled for home 


A DERELICT button factory standing at 
the gateway to Halesowen has been 
demolished, paving the way for a long- 
awaited transformation into a care 
home. 

Residents and councillors demanded 
action at the former James Grove and 
Sons site on Stourbridge Road, after the 
building became derelict. 

They claimed it was an eyesore, blight¬ 
ing the view for people living and travel¬ 
ling into the town. 

James Grove and Sons, which has 
manufactured buttons since 1857, moved 


to another site in Stourbridge Road five 
years ago. But now the old factory and 
office building has levelled ahead of a 
plan to build a 82-bed care home on the 
site. 

Herefordshire company Bondcare 
secured planning permission for the site 
three years ago but this has now expired. 

However ward councillors have 
received confirmation from the firm 
saying it has carried out the demolition 
ahead of reapplying for planning permis¬ 
sion 

Belle Vale Councillor Bob James, who 


called for action to clear the land, today 
welcomed the demolition following pres¬ 
sure from residents. 

“It was a shame that that factory had 
to shut but we are so pleased we have got 
to this stage,” he said. 

“Demolition is now complete and it 
looks superb now the land has been 
cleared and tidied up. 

“I’m delighted with the clean up. This 
is on the gateway to Halesowen and 
people have been asking for this for a 
long time and to the firm’s credit they 
have now done this. 


“We are now anxiously awaiting the 
final plans.” 

Bondcare spokeswoman Melanie 
Smith said confirmed preparatory work 
had taken place to hasten the redevelop¬ 
ment plans. 

“We plan to develop a high quality care 
home on this site, providing care services 
for elderly people,” she said. 

“Preparation work has commenced on 
the site and will continue once all the 
finance for this major project is in place.” 

James Grove and Sons is the UK’s 
biggest manufacturer of buttons.

Campaign to save town's 
theatre now snowballing 


AROUND 6,000 people have signed up to save 
Dudley Hippodrome from the bulldozers - as 
campaigners unveil money-making ideas to 
help fund the scheme. 

Transforming side rooms into rehearsal spaces and a 
recording studio would bring in crucial income to pay bills, 
they say. Plans for patrons and businesses to sponsor theatre 
seats are also being considered. Campaigners have until the 
end of August to submit a business plan, detailing the cost of 
transforming the building ■ by Andrew Turton 
into a theatre, to Dudley H___ 


Council. 

It will also include propos¬ 
als to source finance for the 
works from organisations 
such as the National Lottery. 

The Hippodrome opened 
in 1938 with Judy Garland 
among those to grace the 
stage until it closed due to 
falling audiences in 1964. 

The venue which once 
hosted entertainment icons 
Bing Crosby, Laurel and 
Hardy and Tommy Cooper 
was used as cabaret night¬ 
club and a bingo hall until it 
finally closed three years ago. 

Friends of Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome chairman Geoff Fitz¬ 
patrick said everyone was 
working hard to dream up 
ways to ensure that the 
theatre’s future is sustain¬ 
able. 

“It started out as an adven¬ 
ture but now it is getting 
down to the nitty-gritty, and 
we must give details on 
exactly how the plan could 
work,” he said. 

“We have to look at ways 
that the theatre can make 


money. There are 62 rooms in 
and around the main theatre, 
and we are looking at all the 
possible ways these can be 
used. 

“We are keen to bring in 
different groups and people 
from around the community, 
and offering rehearsal space 
is one way of doing this. 
There could easily be a 
recording studio in one of the 
rooms for hire. 

“This way, even when 
shows are not on, the build¬ 
ing is still being used. ” 

The group has held talks 
with conservation organisa¬ 
tion The Theatres Trust to 
work up ways to present 
their case to Dudley Council 
in a few weeks’ time. Group 
members said they held “pos¬ 
itive” talks with officials at 
the authority this week. 

Dudley Council has previ¬ 
ously said it is considering 
demolishing the famous 
theatre to incorporate the 
land within redevelopment 
proposals for the Castle Hill 
area.

treetop 

challenge 

FUNDRAISING friends 
took on a treetop challenge 
in memory of a baby girl who 
died from a rare condition at 
just two weeks old. 

Mother Kate Dulson, of 
Briery Road, Halesowen, 
was told 20 weeks into her 
pregnancy her daughter 
Phoebe Hope stood just a 50 
per cent chance of survival 
as she had a congenital 
diaphragmatic hernia 
(CDH). She died in Febru¬ 
ary. 

In tribute to her daughter 
and to raise awareness of the 
condition, Mrs Dulson 
organised a fundraiser with 
close friends and family 
involving a daring treetop 
challenge at Go Ape in 
Bewdley. 

It saw a group of 19 
people, including her 
husband Arran, a civil engi¬ 
neer, scaling the heights of 
trees, climbing nets, and 
flying down zip wires over a 
series of treetop platforms. 

Mrs Dulson said: “We 
realised so few people know 
of CDH. It’s as common as 
cystic fibrosis so we wanted 
people to understand it and 
raise awareness.” 

The Dulsons, who also 
have a six-year-old boy Max, 
have raised £400 with their 
efforts so far. Max is also 
taking part in a reading 
challenge to raise more 
funds.

Security review at pool 
following boy's death 


The firm which owns a disused quarry where 
a teenager drowned is now reviewing its 
security, police said. Augusto Zacarias, who 
was on holiday from Portugal, died falling into 
swollen waters at the Marl Hole pool at the 
back of the Crooked House pub, Himley. 

Augusto, who turned 15 
just days before the 
tragedy, was visiting family 
from Portugal with his 
parents, Paulina and 
Pedro, as well as his young 
brother, and had been in 
the country less than three 
weeks. 

Augusto’s body was 
pulled from the water, 
known as Blue Lagoon, on 
July 25 following a seven- 
hour search of the waters. 

A spokesman for site 
owner Wienerberger said 
their thoughts were with 
Augusto’s family. 

Warning 

Bosses said the quarry is 
surrounded by a 6ft-high 
chain link fence topped 
with barbed wire, that all 
gates are locked and that 
there are warning signs 
and regular inspections. 

West Midlands Police 
spokeswoman Deb 

Edmonds said: “The 

company which owns it are 
reviewing the security.” 

The tragedy has left the 
community reeling. 

It is believed Augusto had 
gone to the quarry with his 
friends and cousin, a former 
pupil of High Areal School. 


Soldier in

When she was able to cry 
out in terror, Smart got up 
and ran off, said Mr Paul 
Spratt, prosecuting. 

Smart, aged 20, of Edge 
View Walk, Kinver, was sent 
to youth custody for 18 
months after admitting a 
charge of sexual assault. 

Mr Steven Bailey, defend¬ 
ing, said his client had been 
“fuddled in drink”. 

Judge Simon Tonking 
cleared Smart of attempted 
rape, but told him: “You 
used some force to get her to 
the ground.”

£500,000 church funding 

fraudster facing jail term

THE TREASURER of a church and religious charity 
was today facing jail after he admitted defrauding 
them of more than £500,000. 

Professional accountant Stephen Methuen acted as treasurer for 
both Amblecote Christian Centre, of which he was a member, and 
the Christian International Relief Mission, in Stourbridge. 

But, over a six-year period, he embezzled the evangelical church 
out of an estimated £400,000 and the charity of more than 
£100,000. Methuen, aged 57, of Smalman Close, Wordsley, admitted 
of 16 charges of fraud when he appeared at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. Six charges alleged he falsified documents at Amblecote 
Christian Centre, based in Brettell Lane, 
to conceal payments being made to his per¬ 
sonal and business accounts between 2003 
and 2009. 

A further six charges related to the falsi¬ 
fication by him of documents for the Chris¬ 
tian International Relief Mission, also 
between 2003 and 2009, to conceal pay¬ 
ments to him. 

He also admitted a further four charges 
relating to when, as treasurer of the Chris¬ 
tian Centre, he cheated HM Revenue and 
Customs by filing gift aid repayment 
claims which overstated the total charita¬ 
ble donations between 2005 and 2009. 

Sentencing was adjourned until Septem¬ 
ber 10 for reports and Methuen was 
granted bail. Judge Michael Dudley 
warned him he would also face proceedings 
to recover money he pocketed. 

During the hearing last Thursday Judge 
Dudley told Methuen: “A prison sentence 
is likely. ” 

Miss Rona Campbell, prosecuting, said: 
“This is a case of some age and it has taken 
some time for this hearing to take place.” 

She added the defence had only recently 
given the prosecution a document explain¬ 
ing the basis upon which the offences were 
admitted. 

If the prosecution, after examining the 
document, contests the figures provided by 
the defence lawyers there may need to be a 
further hearing, she said. 


Pensioner in 
metal theft 

TWO MEN, including a pensioner, were 
caught stealing drain covers in a Dudley 
town after an anonymous tip-off, a court 
heard. 

One of them was a 72-year-old from Black- 
heath, who claimed he was collecting alu¬ 
minium beer cans from waste land when the 
other man, from Stourbridge, asked if he 
could load them on to his trailer. 

Pensioner Ivan Allen, of Avenue Road, 
Blackheath, admitted stealing the drain 
covers and Dudley magistrates gave him a 
12-month conditional discharge and ordered 
him to pay £85 costs. 

In a case heard separately, Mark Bilsby, 
aged 48, of Trinity Road, Stourbridge, also 
admitted the theft and sentencing was 
adjourned until August 17 for reports after 
the court heard his record included a total of 
50 previous convictions involving 108 
offences, many of them for dishonesty. 

He was allowed bail on condition he does 
not go into any derelict building or industrial 
premises or on to an industrial estate 
without consent. 



Amblecote Christian Centre in Stourbridge 

We were naive - pastor 


THE LEADER of the congregation whose 
funds were stripped of hundreds of thousands 
of pounds by Stephen Methuen says he 
abused the “naive trust” the church placed in 
him. 

Church members were shocked when it 
was revealed that Methuen, who showed no 
signs of living the high life, had swindled them 
out of money they had donated or raised. 
Methuen, a professional accountant, became 
a member of Amblecote Christian Centre in 
Stourbridge in 1993 and began to support it 
as a volunteer. 

As leaders knew of his expertise in 
finances, he became volunteer treasurer in 
1995 - a position he held until Senior Pastor 
Adrian Lowe uncovered irregularities in the 
church accounts in April 2009. 

Methuen, who was taken to the police 
station by Mr Lowe after admitting he embez¬ 


zled the funds, was then asked to resign. 

The offences took place between 2003 and 
2009 and included a substantial amount 
defrauded from the taxman through over¬ 
stated gift aid repayment claims, which he 
pocketed. 

Mr Lowe, who became the senior pastor in 
2005, was carrying out an assessment of 
whether the church had enough funds to 
extend its outreach charity work, when he 
uncovered the fraud. 

“It’s a very sad day,” said Mr Lowe. “Not 
only was Steve trusted by the congregation as 
a volunteer but he was also a personal friend. 
He occupied a position of absolute trust which 
was abused. In all honesty, and with the 
benefit of hindsight, we placed naive trust in 
Steve and, obviously in retrospect, should not 
have been so trusting where money was 
involved.”

Exhibition is devoted to 
pioneer teacher Marion 


AN EXHIBITION devoted to an 
internationally acclaimed art 
teacher, who changed the way 
handwriting and drawing was 
taught in schools, is on display at 
Dudley Museum and Art Gallery. 

Marion Richardson, who taught at the 
Dudley Girls High School between 1912 to 
1923, is known around the globe for her rev¬ 
olutionary classroom techniques. Now 
some of her famous teaching materials are 
being displayed on the walls along with 
work and paintings by pupils. 

Her groundbreaking work saw schools 
move away from tedious copying to encour¬ 
aging pupils to use their imagination in 
lessons. 

The exhibition features impressive 
watercolour paintings done by her pupils. 

There are also examples of exercise 
books, which illustrate her creative writing 
technique originally published by Richard¬ 
son in 1935, as well as one of her water¬ 
colours. 

Her innovative approach included the use 
of a word pictures system, where she would 
describe a scene for her pupils to paint 
based solely on her instruction. 

Miss Richardson was born in Kent and 
trained at Birmingham Municipal School of 
Arts and Crafts between 1908 and 1912. 

She was a pupil teacher at Moseley Art 
School before taking up her post at Dudley 
Girls High School. 

She died in November 1946 and was 
buried at St John’s Church in Kates Hill.

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400 years of glass skills 


A DUDLEY town is all ready to cel¬ 
ebrate its 400-year history of 
glassmaking with a major festival. 

The International Festival of Glass will 
return to Stourbridge from August 24-27 
featuring exhibitions, workshops and enter¬ 
tainment. 

Artists and glass enthusiasts from across 
the globe are expected at the event, which is 
held every two years and is the largest festi¬ 
val of its kind to be held in the UK. More than 
13,000 people attended in 2010. 

Organisers now say they are expecting 
even larger crowds this time. 

This year’s event is to be even more special 
as it will be a celebration of 400 years of 
glassmaking in the town. 

Events and activities will be held at the 
Ruskin Glass Centre, Amblecote, Broadfield 
House Glass Museum, Kingswinford, and 
Wordsley’s Red House Glass Cone. 

The centrepiece of the festival will be 
British Glass Biennale, an exhibition show¬ 
casing the best in contemporary glassmak¬ 
ing. It will feature 101 pieces by 71 artists.

Kingswinford. 

The biennale will be held in the Ruskin 
Glass Centre and pieces will remain on 
display until September 15. 

Broadfield House will be the venue for the 
Back to the Future exhibition. Artists have 
taken inspiration from existing collections to 
create new works. 

Other events will include a challenge 
where artists and architects transform 
waste glass into art. Visitors will be asked to 
vote for their favourite on August 25.

How film put region's 
own ‘Lakes' in frame

THE Palmer’s Cross area of 
Wolverhampton is sometimes 
called the Lake District, as all the 
roads are named after the lakes, 
Windermere Road, Coniston 
Road, Derwent Road etc. 

In 1956 Ealing Studios made a film 
in Wolverhampton called The Man in 
the Sky. It starred Jack Hawkins as a 
test pilot for a fictitious aircraft 
company called Conway Aircraft. 

It was filmed entirely on location in 
and around Pendeford Airport, and 
the ‘home’ of Jack Hawkins in the 
film was 3 Derwent Road. Many 
scenes were filmed there, inside and 
out, with Elizabeth Sellars, the 
actress who played his wife. 

The film centred around him test 
flying a new ‘Conway’ aircraft, which 
was actually a Bristol Freighter, and 
having an engine fire. 

Many famous British character 
actors were also in the film, including 


by Alec Brew 

Donald Pleasance and Lionel Jeffries, 
and they watched as Hawkins ‘flew’ 
the aircraft around to burn off fuel, 
before making a successful landing, 
and then going home to his ‘wife’ in 
Derwent Road, who had been tipped 
off about the drama, and gave him a 
good scolding for putting his life at 
risk. 

Powerful 

A few years later, just round the 
corner in Grasmere Close, a real pilot 
and aircraft engineer, Keith 
Sedgewick, decided to build himself 
an aircraft in his garage. 

He chose a single seat Currie Wot 
biplane, but fitted a more powerful 
engine than was usual for the type, 
and made other changes to the basic 
design, so that he renamed it a Super 
Wot. 

It was completed in 1969, and he 


then test flew it at Halfpenny Green 
airfield, from where he was to fly it for 
many years. 

Actual flying came to the ‘Lake Dis¬ 
trict’ a few years later when Chris 
Tarrant, then of Tiswas fame, now 
more widely known because of the 
television programme Who Wants to 
be a Millionaire, came to Palmers 
Cross School to present the prizes at 
the school fete. 

With a typical showbusiness flour¬ 
ish he landed on the playing field in a 
small Brantly B 2 helicopter. 

The man in the Sky is not a very 
good film, it’s one of Jack Hawkins 
more obscure efforts, made after his 
successes in Zulu and The Cruel Sea, 
but it does give fascinating glimpses 
of parts of Wolverhampton. 

The film can be found on DVD, and 
its fascinating to watch it, if only to 
try and recognise all the locations, 
including Derwent Road.

THEY say the best things 
come in small packages. 

And that is certainly true 
for the Belbroughton Book 
Exchange near Stourbridge.

Concern over tree growing 
from side of historic cone 


A SMALL tree growing out of the side of Dudley’s Red House Glass 
Cone is sparking fears it may damage the historic building if action is 
not taken. A clump of branches is now sprouting from brickwork at 
the cone in Wordsley. Calls have been made for Dudley Council to 
remove the plant so it cannot pose a risk to the building - one of the 

last of its kind in the world. 

Saplings can be seen half way up on one 
side of the cone in Wordsley High Street, 
and another is now growing on a lower 
section of the building closer to the 
entrance. 

A councillor said it was vital the work was 
carried out before the International Festi¬ 
val of Glass takes place at the end of August, 
which will see visitors from across the globe 
coming to the attraction. 

It is not the first time action has been 
needed to remove a tree growing from the 
cone’s brickwork. 

In 2008, a painstaking operation was 
carried out to remove a sapling which had 
started to emerge from the cone. A cherry 
picker had to be used so workers could 
remove each branch individually to ensure 
no damage was caused. Wordsley councillor 
John Jones said: “The concern is the tree 
could cause damage to the cone if it’s not 
removed as soon as possible.” 

Dudley Councillor Tracy Wood said: “We 
are speaking to English Heritage to get 
advice and permissions associated with a 
scheduled ancient monument. It is difficult 
to completely protect buildings from this.” 

School planning fencing 

A DUDLEY primary school wants to put up 
gating and high fencing to improve security. 

Newfield Park Primary School, Whitting- 
ham Road, Halesowen, has applied for plan¬ 
ning permission for the gate and eight feet 
high fencing. Dudley Council will decide 
later this month. 


2,300 sign 
for hospital 

MORE than 2,300 people signed a petition 
against the closure of Kidderminster Hospi¬ 
tal in just four hours as campaigners took to 
the streets. 

Members of the Kidderminster Hospital 
Alliance which is fighting plans to overhaul 
hospital services in Worcestershire held a 
day of action in the town centre. Health 
chiefs are reviewing the county’s three 
main hospitals and six ‘models of care’ have 
been drawn up including two which 
threaten the Kidderminster site with 
closure or downgrading. 

The campaign group wants services to be 
protected and is asking NHS bosses to con¬ 
sider using Kidderminster Hospital more to 
help relieve the pressure on the Alexandra 
in Redditch and the Worcestershire Royal 
in Worcester which both have busy accident 
and emergency departments. 

Stephen Brown, secretary for the Kidder¬ 
minster Hospital Alliance, said 2,335 signa¬ 
tures were collected between 10am and 2pm 
on Saturday. He described it as a “magnifi¬ 
cent result” and said it demonstrated “the 
people of Wyre Forest care about their hos¬ 
pital, care about their NHS, and want to 
keep the hospital and retain its services”.

Lives put in danger as 
thieves steal gas pipes 


LIVES were put at risk by thieves 
who caused a gas leak when they 
stole copper piping from outside 
flats in a village near Kiddermin¬ 
ster. 

Fire service chiefs said thieves stealing 
the gas pipeworks had put residents in 
danger. Police and the fire service were 
alerted to the homes in Hartlebury by a con¬ 
cerned resident. 

Philip Farrer, aged 60, found gas escaping 
from the sawn-off pipes outside the back of 
his top-storey flat in Woodbury Close, at 
about 5am on Monday. 

The pensioner alerted emergency services 
which turned off the gas supply and made 
the block of flats safe. Mr Farrer said he 
heard a noise outside and went to investi¬ 
gate. 

“The gas was everywhere - the people 
who did this did not care at all about anyone 
living here.They just come round, see some 
metal and take it,” he added. 

“The problem is, with the place being so 
empty, we are easy-pickings here.”

Festival Housing spokesman Cathy 
Spence said: “We hope the last remaining 
residents move out by the end of next 
month, but this obviously depends partly on 
them accepting new accommodation.”

Superbug incidents at 
hospital down by 60 pc 


THE number of cases of superbug 
c.diff reported at Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital has fallen by 60 
per cent, new figures claim. 

Bosses have bought two hydrogen per¬ 
oxide vapour machines, also called fogging 
machines, to help reduce the spread of 
infections at a cost of £69,000. 

NHS regulator Monitor has now down¬ 
graded the hospital trust’s risk rating 
from amber-red to amber-green following 
the drop in cases. 

The number has fallen from 38 in the 
first quarter of the 2011/12 financial year 
to 14 in the first quarter of 2012/13. 

There have been no cases of deadly 
superbug MRSA in the year from June 
2011 to June 2012. 

Chief executive Paula Clark said: “We 
are very pleased with the efforts of staff 
helping to protect our patients from infec¬ 
tion, and that this is reflected in Monitor 
changing our rating from amber-red to 
amber-green. 

“Helping us to reduce cases of infection 
in hospital has been the purchase of two 
hydrogen peroxide vapour machines, also 
called fogging machines, which decontam¬ 
inate rooms after episodes of C-diff.” 

The hospital had been given an amber- 
red rating by Monitor, the independent 
regulator of Foundation Trusts last year 
after 99 cases of C-diff were logged 
between April and December 2011. 

Monitor classifies each NHS trust as 
one of four risk ratings - green, amber- 
green, amber-red, and red.

Eye in the sky has been 
on watch for 25 years 


NOSTALGIC photographs chart¬ 
ing the 25-year history of the West 
Midlands Police helicopter unit 
have been released. 

The force has had an “eye in the sky” since 
1987 and has operated different aircraft 
throughout that time. 

Over the years, the unit has helped in the 
apprehension of thousands of criminals and 
its current chopper hi-tech surveillance 
equipment such as heat-seeking technology, 
a 30-million candlelight searchlight and 
video thermal camera. 

But having access to top technology has 
not always been the way. 

When the unit started, officers had to 
carry hand-held camcorders and lean out of 
the side of the choppers to film suspects. 

Airborne police could only talk to ground 
officers over the radio system if they were in 
eyesight of each other because the frequency 
was so limited. 

Massively 

Martin Knowles, deputy executive officer 
at the unit, said: “I started in 1992 and 
things were very different then. There was 
no thermal camera equipment or anything 
like that. Things have certainly progressed 
massively over the past 20 years.” 

The Midlands Air Operations Unit began 
at Birmingham Airport in July 1987, as a 
consortium involving West Midlands, War¬ 
wickshire, West Mercia and Staffordshire 
Police. 

Now the helicopter is recognised as one of 
the force’s most valuable assets in the fight 
against crime. 

Last year, it stopped almost £1 million of 
property from being stolen and played an 
integral role in the arrest of almost 500 
people. 

During 2011, the Eurocopter machine 
helped stop £961,000 of property from being 
stolen. 

It has attended 3,840 incidents, flying 
more than 1,180 hours and helping to secure 
the arrest of 497 criminals. The copter also 
located 17 missing people.

Mother's 
drinking 
led to a 
conviction 

THE MOTHER of a seven- 
week-old baby went looking 
for her partner because post 
natal depression made her 
falsely suspicious he was 
cheating on her, a court 
heard. It resulted in a drink- 
drive conviction. 

Rachel While was arrested 
after moving her car just a 
few yards. While, aged 33, of 
St James Road, Oldbury, 
admitted driving with 55 
micrograms of alcohol in 
lOOmls breath - the limit is 
35 micrograms. 

She was banned from 
driving for a year, fined £110 
and ordered to pay £85 costs 
and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Dudley magistrates told 
her the ban could be reduced 
by three months if she com¬ 
pleted a drink-drive rehabil¬ 
itation course. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prose¬ 
cuting, said police were 
called after CCTV showed a 
domestic argument taking 
place in Wolverhampton 
Street, Dudley, on July 16. 
She admitted she had drunk 
three double vodkas. 

Mr Jason Georgiou, 
defending, said the circum¬ 
stances were “most 
unusual” because she had 
moved the car only a few 
yards as it was on double 
yellow lines. 

He said her partner had 
their baby son for the day 
but post natal depression 
was giving her “suspicious 
feelings” that he was “cheat¬ 
ing” on her. She had driven 
into Dudley to see if he was. 


Grandmother's legacy helps 
fight against breast cancer

A GRANDMOTHER left £50,000 in her will to 
Cancer Research UK to help combat the 
disease that struck three generations of her 
family. Margaret Wall, who was successfully 
treated for ovarian cancer in 2001, died aged 


85 seven years later. 

Her daughter Jane Rymer, 
who lives near Kiddermin¬ 
ster, and granddaughter 
Sarah Wall also suffered 
from breast cancer. 

Now years later, both have 
survived and presented the 
generous legacy to the 
charity during a tour of the 
Birmingham Cancer Re¬ 
search UK Centre. 

It will be used exclusively 
to fund the charity’s breast 
cancer research across the 
UK. 

Mrs Rymer, who promotes 
houses for parties and corpo¬ 
rate events, said: “I’m so 
proud of my mother and the 
legacy she has left.” 

The 54-year-old was diag¬ 
nosed with an aggressive 
form of breast cancer in 
2003 after making a chance 
comment about a dimple to a 
doctor. 

Mrs Rymer, mother-of- 
two, had undergone surgery 
to remove a lump, then four 
months of chemotherapy 
and three weeks of radio¬ 
therapy when Margaret 
died. 

Margaret’s granddaugh¬ 
ter, Sarah, 35, from Edgbas- 
ton, was also diagnosed with 
breast cancer in 2007 at the

age of 30. She underwent 
surgery three times during 
four-and-a-half years but is 
now back at work. 

Mrs Rymer, of Hackman’s 
Gate, near Belbroughton, 
added: “The lives of those 
who have cancer and their 
families are deeply affected 
and while Sarah and I have 
beaten the disease it’s 
important to recognise that 
not everyone survives. 

“It’s our hope that mum’s 
legacy will help Cancer 
Research UK beat the 
disease for everyone.”

Teenage fans of gothic romance will want to 
find out what happens to Amelia, the ghostly 
heroine of Tara Hudson’s Hereafter, who is 
still determined on mortal love in the sequel 
Arise (Harper Collins). This time Amelia’s 
search for answers and a more substantial 
future take her to America’s most supernatu¬ 
ral city, New Orleans, and the power of 
voodoo. 

Epic space opera A Confusion of Princes 

(Harper Collins, 13 plus) by Garth Nix harks 
back to the golden days of sci-fi, a romp

through a galactic empire. As it’s a stand¬ 
alone, readers don’t have to wade through a 
library of existing titles to get up to speed with 
Prince Khemri’s world(s).

‘BB’ was English naturalist 
Denys Watkins-Pitchford and his love of the 
countryside and illustrations infuse this 
slightly old-fashioned but often enchanting 
fairy tale. A magical garden gnome can help a 
boy’s horse racing dream come true, even if 
he’s only got a donkey, in Mr Skip (Harper 
Collins, pre-teen), a reprint of an amusing, 
undemanding read by War Horse author 
Michael Morpurgo.

Noteworthy success 
of a smash-hit team 


I n 1984, after meeting Mike Stock 
and Matt Aitken, train-loving DJ, 
songwriter and music producer 
Pete Waterman thought they would 
help make a winning team. To say he 
was on the money is something of an 
understatement. New documentary 
The Hit Factory: The Stock Aitken 
and Waterman Story (Monday, 

ITV1,9pm) looks back on Britain’s 
most successful pop producers, with 
the aid of their greatest hits. 

One of their greatest successes 
was Kylie Minogue, the Neighbours 
star who proved she was more than 
just a pretty face. I Should Be So 
Lucky launched her music career 
and kick-started a wave of Aussie 
soap stars trying their hands at 
chart stardom. Dead or Alive 
enjoyed lucrative success, thanks to 
SAW’s dance-floor filler You Spin Me 
Round, while established celebs 
such as Sinitta, Cliff Richard and the 
late Donna Summer also benefitted 
from the Midas touch of Mike, Matt 
and Pete. The trio went on to score 
more than 100 top 40 hits, and one 
of their biggest successes was with 
a man who witnessed their rise to 
fame, RickAstley. 


“I met Pete Waterman very early 
on when I was about 19, and I 
watched their company, Stock, 
Aitken and Waterman and 
everything go from just kind of 
hanging on by the skin of their 
teeth to becoming the biggest 
producers in Europe really,” 
explains Rick. ‘And that’s around the 
time when they were just starting to 
crack it, they were just beginning to 
have hit records, that’s when I 
signed to them. I had no clue who 
they were.” 

Thanks to his hit single Never 
Gonna Give You Up, Rick 
was transformed from jobbing 
musician to overnight superstar. 
Aside from landing the number 
one slot 25 years ago (where it 
stayed for five weeks, and 
became the best selling UK single 
of 1987), it also topped the charts 
in 25 countries, including the 
United States. The video, helmed 
by The Expendables 2’s Simon 
West, was broadcast all over the 
world, but more recently the song 
received a new lease of life thanks 
to the Internet phenomena of 
‘Rickrolling! 


Five years ago some wag thought 
it would be a good idea to post 
misleading Internet links which 
would re-direct viewers to Astley’s 
classic tune. 

They say there’s no such thing as 
bad publicity, and in an age when 
the world started warming to 
instantly downloadable music, it 
wasn’t long before one of Stock 
Aitken and Waterman’s most famous 
tracks had achieved a new lease of 
life. 

In 2012 the trio may be 
comfortably well off, but in the early 
days Rick wondered whether the 
company would survive. “I’m not 
saying they were talking about how 
they were going to pay the studio 
rent, but it felt like that at times,” he 
laughs. ‘They were building 
something, and then a year-and-a- 
half later they’d got five records in 
the top 40 all the time.” The rest, as 
they say, is pop history.

IF YOU have deep pockets and 
need a large estate car with four- 
wheel drive, the option to 
meander off-road and a quality 
brand, there is only one option 
and that is the new Audi A6 
Allroad. 

Audi has honed 4-wheel drive quattro 
drive trains to perfection and the A6 Allroad 


with air suspension is a dependable, go any¬ 
where product. This is the seventh genera¬ 
tion and it differs from its sibling, the Avant 
estate, in several ways. 

It has flared wings front and rear and 
stainless steel underguards at the front and 
the back of the vehicle. The wheel arches, 
bumpers, and extended sills are a 
contrasting colour, although 
you can order body 
coloured paintwork. 
The A6 has 


extended use of aluminium for its body, this 
reduces weight and decreases running costs. 
Audi suggests that by this, and the engineers 
tweaking the engine derivatives, possibly 20 
per cent lower emissions have been 
achieved. 

The designers have smoothed the exterior 
and made it look not so much an off-roader 
as more a Grand Tourer. The interior of the 
new vehicle is typically Audi, with an air of 
quality that makes it superb to be cocooned 
in. It is curvaceous, it is luxurious: the 
leather, the stitching and the pipe work were 
all perfect. 

The instrumentation is complex and 
involved, but if this was to be your Grand 
Tourer or your office you would soon become 
used to it. There is plenty of space and the 
ability to adjust the steering wheel and 
driver’s seat means almost any size driver 
will be able to get comfortable. 

Generous 

The rear of the vehicle is comfy - two 
huge six-footers could fit without prob¬ 
lems. Boot space is generous and there 
are points to attach straps or a cargo net. 


The 60/40 split seats can expand the 
capacity, however they don’t fold completely 
flat and are a bit awkward if you have huge 
amounts of luggage to move. 

The Allroad’s major attraction is its off¬ 
road facility and the wonderful air suspen¬ 
sion which allows you to raise or lower the 
vehicle depending on the terrain. It can drop 
by 15mm for high speed motoring and gain 
35 mm at the push of a button when you go 
off-road and need clearance. It has a hill 
descent function which will limit the speed 
depending on the surface. 

The power options are four V6 engines (3- 
litre V6 petrol or three V6 diesels) also 3-litre 
with power outputs ranging from 201 to 
306bhp. Audi engineers have worked hard 
and the 3-litre diesel entry-level 204 bhp has 
claimed fuel figures in the mid 40s and 
159gm of C02. The transmission is a dual 
clutch automatic seven-speed, available 
with optional paddles on the steering wheel. 

Quattro means permanent four-wheel 
drive and this tells you the vehicle dynamics 
are going to be excellent with a reassuring 
feel in a variety of conditions. If this vehicle 
hardly ventures off road other than a 


off-road 


slightly damp field, it won’t be exploiting its 
true potential. The opportunity to try two 
Allroad models back-to-back was a really 
good comparison. Both were 3-litre diesels - 
a 313bhp and a more comfortable 245 bhp. 

Both had automatic transmissions and 
the performance from both engines was very 
similar. The higher performance engine 
leapt forward and required less gear chang¬ 
ing for overtakes but there wasn’t a hugely 
discernible difference. 

Both vehicles performed admirably on 
slippery roads and the small tracks that we 
ventured on showed that Audi’s four-wheel 
drive system is superb. 

Audi are the masters of speccing up and 
the extras list can be horrific. 

The on-road price of the 3-litre 245bhp 
vehicle that we tested was £44,690 on the 
road but the actual vehicle we drove would 
have needed a cheque for £65,000. 

The A6 Allroad will attract purchasers 
who like the brand, the ambience of its inte¬ 
rior, the quality of its manufacture and like 
a vehicle that is understated. 

The A6 Allroad range varies in price from 
£43,150 to £49,445.

Leon first to show 
new Seat badge 


SEAT has released pictures of 
the all-new Leon, which the 
company hopes will take the 
fight to its fast-advancing 
rivals. 

At 5cm shorter than the outgoing 
model but with a wheelbase almost 
6cm longer, the wheels are noticeably 
closer to the corners of the car to 
provide a more purposeful stance. 

The architecture is the Volkswagen 
Group’s lightweight MQB platform. 

It shares the frontal design of the 
reshaped Ibiza that was released some 


months ago, but the Seat badge is new 
and the third-generation Leon is the 
first of the company’s cars to wear it. 

Despite its shorter proportions, 
more intelligent packaging means that 
there is more rear legroom and around 
40 litres more boot space than before. 
At the same time, the car’s overall 
weight is claimed to be 90kg less. 

Early indications suggest that the 
Leon will be launched towards the end 
of the year with a choice of 1.6- and 2.0- 
litre diesel engines, with the range 
expanding into 1.2-, 1.4- and 1.8-litre 
turbocharged TSI petrol engines in 


early 2013. Power outputs will range 
from 85bhp to 178bhp, with fuel 
economy of up to 74mpg. 

Five- and six-speed manual gear¬ 
boxes will feature according to model, 
with six- and seven-speed twin-clutch 
DSG gearboxes either optional or stan¬ 
dard according to model and engine 
choice. 

Seat’s Easy Connect infotainment 
system will manage the car’s interac¬ 
tive systems, and will be available in 
three formats with an increasing 
number of speakers and breadth of 
functionality.

Honda's new CR-v is set for 
showrooms in the autumn 


HONDA has revealed images 
and further information on 
the new European CR-V due 
to be launched in the UK this 
October. 

For the first time, the CR-V will be 
offered with a choice of both two- and 
four-wheel drive on the 2.0 
i-VTEC model, while improvements to 
the petrol and 2.2 i-DTEC diesel 
engines have achieved a significant 
reduction in carbon dioxide 
emissions. 

The new CR-V will be in UK show¬ 
rooms from October 2012 and it will 


continue to be built at Honda’s produc¬ 
tion facility in Swindon. 

With the rear seats folded flat, the 
boot capacity of the CR-V has grown by 
148 litres to 1,648 litres and with the 
seats folded up, the boot capacity is a 
capacious 589 litres. 

The load length has been increased 
by 140mm to 1,570mm, while the 
height of the load lip has been reduced 
by 25mm to make it easier to load 
heavy or awkward items. The boot of 
the CR-V can now accommodate two 
mountain bikes or four sets of golf 
clubs. 

The addition of a keyless entry 
system and the power tailgate make it 


easier to use the boot space and 
improves its practicality. 

Within Honda’s global CR-V line-up, 
this power tailgate is unique to the 
European market. 

Adoption of a flat underfloor and 
sculptured wheel-arches have 
smoothed the air flow under the car, 
while a longer roof combined with 
aerodynamically optimised front 
bumper and rear spoiler help to 
manage the air flow over the body. 

The result is a reduction in the drag 
coefficient by 6.5 per cent compared 
with the current CR-V to the benefit of 
performance, fuel consumption and 
exhaust emissions.

“We want people to know that Birming¬ 
ham is the home of the British Boxing Hall 
of Fame.” 

The festival of boxing will take place in 
the last week of August, 2013, at the Inter¬ 
national Convention Centre. 

It will run day and night from Monday 
onwards with exhibitions at the ICC before 


the evening events begin. Two awards 
dinners will take place, firstly a ceremony to 
honour active fighters on the Thursday. 

Saturday’s offering will see the formal 
induction of boxing figures into the Hall of 
Fame for the ‘Class of 2012.’ 

The most ambitious attraction is Friday’s 
‘Fight Night,’ a fully professional show with 
a title fight at the top of the bill. 

Anderson has opened negotiations for a 
British, European or even world title fight 
to serve as the main event.

COOL KRISTIAN IS 
A HISTORY MAKER 


HALESOWEN gymnast Kristian Thomas has spoken of his joy after 
making history at the London 2012 Olympics. 

The star, who trains at Earl’s Gym in the town, inspired Team GB’s men squad to claim 
bronze in a day of drama at the North Greenwich Arena. It is the first time in 100 years 
that the men’s team have taken an Olympic medal - since Stockholm in 1912 - and they 
almost ended up with silver. 

Japan won their appeal against Kohei Uchimura’s pommel horse score to take silver 
after Team GB initially sat second following the six events with 271.711 points.

And after the late-night 
drama Thomas, who scored 
a brilliant 16.500 on the 
vault, admitted he was in 
dreamland. 

“I keep looking down at 
the medal and I’m amazed. 
I’m lost for words,” said the 
23-year-old afterwards. 
“We’ve won a medal but it 
still hasn’t sunk in. 

“I’m hoping once the next 
week is out of the way we can 
relax, take a moment and 
realise we’ve achieved one of 
the greatest things in the 
history of our sport. 

Special 

“I’m completely over¬ 
whelmed by the experience. 
Hopefully in a month I can 
sit back and take everything 
in and think I really have 
done something special. 

“It’s been 18 years of hard 
work, blood, sweat and tears 
- the graft in the gym, the 
early mornings and the 
before school training. We 
really have given it every¬ 
thing in the last few years. 

“Even after I finished the 
floor (the final event) I 
wasn’t 100 per cent con¬ 
vinced we had won a medal. 

“Until my score came up I 
couldn’t think ‘right, we 
have actually done it’.” 

Sam Oldham’s fall on the 
high bar put Team GB’s 
medal hopes in jeopardy but 
Thomas’s 15.200 on the 
same apparatus and 15.433 
in his floor routine sealed 


the bronze. He added: “I 
remember looking up and 
not even taking Sam’s fall 
in. I stuck it to the back of 
my head and didn’t even 
worry about it. When I was 
chalking up for bars I just 
thought, ‘right this is just 
like any other situation in 
the gym, it’s not as big an 
occasion as you think’. 

“I just tried to play the 
whole situation down and 
that helped,” said Thomas, 
who also competes in the 
individual events. 

Thomas, a former pupil of 
St Edmund’s Catholic 
School in Wolverhampton, 
added: “We said before the 
start of the competition we 
needed to go out there, relax 
and enjoy it. I don’t know if 
we did enjoy it - there seem¬ 
ed to be more and more pres¬ 
sure - but the ending was 
fantastic.” 

His mother Catherine 
said: “It’s absolutely 

amazing. Who’d have 
thought it four years ago, 
GB getting a men’s medal in 
the Olympics? 

“They have come so far in 
such a short time. ” 

Meanwhile, Jess 

Varnish insists she is fully 
focused on going for gold 
despite letting her mind 
wander to going on holiday 


and acting ‘normal’ after 
London 2012. 

The 21-year-old from 
Halesowen partners Victo¬ 
ria Pendleton in the team 
sprint today. 

And, while allowing 
thoughts of a break from the 
hard graft of training to 
enter her mind, Varnish 
admits it is the memory of 
watching Pendleton at 
Beijing 2008 that is looming 
largest. 

“It has been my dream 
since I was at school watch¬ 
ing the Beijing Olympics 
four years ago so to be here 
now with Victoria Pendleton 
in the team sprint is incredi¬ 
ble,” said Varnish. 

“But I am looking forward 
to going on holiday with my 
sister and friends.” 

Water polo player Alex 
Parsonage, from Dudley, 
made his Olympic debut for 
Team GB in their 13-4 loss to 
Romania. 

Parsonage, who plays for 
SV Bayer Uerdingen 08, will 
seldom have experienced 
anything like the noise gen¬ 
erated by supporters at 
Stratford. The 5,000-strong 
crowd lifted their side to a 
strong finish despite the 
defeat. 

Britain then lost 21-7 to 
Serbia.
